The population or 
the country increases and with it nat- 
urally Increases the demand for this 
fuel. If the law of supply and demand 
alone Is left to Influence the prices for 
anthracite as the years go along.

honest enough to see that the contrac- 
tors live up to the terras of their con- 
tract. 
' That Is a beje libel upon our en- 
gineers and upon the new superintend- 
ent of streets.

petition would mean the repavln? of 
a street already paved such as Lakc- 
view avenue, part of Cheiinsford slreot.
